West Liberty Fire Dept. 
works tlirough disaster 



Loss of headquarters, equipment 
does not hinder response to calls

West Liberty Volunteer Fire 
Department members recently 
held their first official meeting 
since the deadly March 2 EF-3 
tornado that devastated much 
of downtown West Liberty, 
where two firefighters nearly 
became twister victims before 
they set out to secure their 
town in the storm's aftermath. 

WLFD Chief Brian Scalf and 
Assistant Chief Jamie Phipps 
said they arrived in town on 
the afternoon of March 2 pre- 
pared for the inconceivable 
after meteorologists issued a 
tornado watch for Morgan 



County on the heels of an EF-2 
cyclone that touched down in 
the Mize, Greear and Malone 
communities just two days 
prior. 

"I made sure my wife was in 
a safe place first," Phipps said. 
"Then I loaded my gear and 
packed extra supplies. 
Something just told me that I 
needed to be ready in case the 
worst happened. And, of 
course, the worst did happen." 

Phipps and Scalf were in the 
City Hall basement attempting 
to hold the doors shut as the 
tornado cut a destructive path 
over Wells Hill to Riverside 



Drive and up Prestonsburg 
Street toward the municipal 
building's backside facing 
Trimble Street. 

The firefighters said they 
were nearly sucked out the 
doors as the tornado bared 
down on the building. 

"E-911 Dispatcher Jackie 
Mayberry jumped on top of me 
and held me down," Phipps 
said. "KSP Trooper Jeff Crase 
jumped on top of Brian. They 
saved our lives. We thank 
them... And we thank God." 

A brush with death could not 
deter Phipps and Scalf from 
performing their sworn duties 
as firefighters, however. 

"We knew we had to mitigate 
our hazards," Phipps said. "We 
went out to check on all the 



nearby firefighters and civil- 
ians, then we went straight to 
work." 

That work involved com- 
mandeering a dozer to clear 
trees from the roads leading to 
the city's natural gas shutoff 
valves, and to Morgan County 
ARH and West Liberty Nursing 
& Rehabilitation Center. 

"The town had serious prob- 
lems to begin with, obviously," 
Phipps said. "But they could 
have gotten a whole lot worse 
if we hadn't been able to shut 
down the natural gas supply. In 
a situation like this, all the 
rules go out the window and 
common sense takes over." 

Scalf said that all 26 WLFD 
firefighters - as well as most

Tornado 
aftermath: 

Emergency Operations Center 
manages disaster response

The deadly March 2 EF-3 
tornado that demolished much 
of downtown West Liberty 
and several outlying Morgan 
County communities required 
local emergency services per- 
sonnel to coordinate under the 
management of the Emergency 
Operations Center (EOC) , 
which supervised search and 
rescue missions in the storm's 
aftermath. 

Emergency personnel crews 
including all local fire depart- 
ments, West Liberty Police 
Department, Morgan County 
sheriff and jailer departments, 
Kentucky State Police, the 
Kentucky National Guard and 
several other agencies worked 
around the clock for several 
days after the tornado to 
search for survivors, clear 
rubble and maintain order in 
the disaster areas. 

EOC Incident Commander 
Jim Gazay said that organiza- 
tion members met on the 



afternoon of March 2 to 
address the EF-2 twister that 
touched down in the Mize, 
Greear and Malone communi- 
ties just two days prior on 
Feb. 29. 

"We knew the second tor- 
nado was coming," Gazay 
said. "Once it hit, we immedi- 
ately cleared roads and began 
searching for survivors. The 
search and rescue mission 
lasted for approximately 48 
hours, during which every 
building in West Liberty was 
searched four times." 

Kentucky State Police offi- 
cials confirmed that the tor- 
nado claimed no lives within 
city limits, though the cyclone 
killed the following individu- 
als in the Blackwater, 
Woodsbend and Williams 
Creek communities: 

• Charles Endicott, 51, of 
Blackwater. 

• Betty Sue Endicott, 50, of

Credit freeze info 
for tornado victims 

Local disaster victims who had any personal documents 
swept away by the Feb. 29 or March 2 tornados should pro- 
tect themselves from further stresses. 

Detailed information is available on each credit bureau's 
website. Victims must call or visit each bureau's website to 
file separate credit freezes. 

If citizens call the bureaus rather than applying online, the 
$10 fee will be waived due to the natural disaster. They can 
also call one bureau, which will share the information for a 
fraud alert with the other two firms within 48 hours. 

Each person in the household will need to file individually. 

Individuals cannot call for their husband/wife.

Old middle school to temporarily 
serve Woodsbend students

March 16, 2012 — Residents from the 
tornado-damaged Woodsbend Youth 
Development Center (WYDC) in Morgan 
County now have a place to attend school, 
thanks to the efforts Paula Stafford, Rowan 
County Middle School assistant principal, 
and the Rowan County Board of Education. 

WYDC was heavily damaged during the 
March 2 tornado that took the lives of six 
persons, five within a mile of the Woodsbend 
facility. 

The Kentucky Department of Juvenile 
Justice (KDJJ) runs the residential facility 
with the help of three teachers, a principal 
and secretary provided by the Morgan County 
Board of Education and two other teachers 
from the state. 

According to Morgan County Supt. Deatrah 
Bamett, her district draws state funding for 
the students at the WYDC and will continue 



to do so as Morgan County teachers com- 
mute to Morehead for the rest of this school 
year. 

"We can't thank the board and Supt. Moore 
enough for helping our district to continue to 
provide education to these students while 
their facility is being rebuilt," Barnett said. 

"Rowan County is supplying three class- 
rooms to 20 of the boys from Woodsbend," 
said Stafford, who is also the district admin- 
istrator and principal of KDJJ's Morehead 
Youth Development Center (MYDC). 

"Twenty of the Woodsbend residents are 
living in a separate building on the MYDC 
property and will continue their scheduled 
school year with their Morgan County teach- 
ers at the former middle school," she said. 

At Tuesday's school board meeting, Mark 
Nickell, KDJJ regional director, thanked 
Moore, Stafford and the Rowan board for

The Morgan County

churches - which were both 
destroyed by the tornado - 
before turning the pulpit over 
to West Liberty Christian 
Church Pastor Paul Casteel, 
who noted that over 100 peo- 
ple attended a worship service 
hosted by the Christian church 
at Index Community Church 
that morning. 

"West Liberty Christian 
Church is alive and well," 
Casteel said. "Strength is made 
perfect in weakness, and some- 



times to be strong we have to 
be broken. May we find 
strength in our brokenness. It 
is time to look to the future, 
and we will be better because 
of this." 

Ministerial Association 
member Harry Frisby said the 
disaster represents an unprec- 
edented opportunity for the 
local religious community. 

"We have a chance to make a 
real difference," Frisby said. 
"We see this kind of devasta- 
tion on television, but this time 
it hit home. So many people 
were spared for a reason, and it 
is time to reach out to the com- 
munity for a revival such as we 
have never seen before." 

Judge Executive Tim Conley 
-who was in attendance with 
other local officials including 
Magistrate Stanley Riggsby 
and Superintendent of Schools 
Deatrah Barnett - compared 
Morgan County's crisis to the 
biblical story of Job. 

"Job lost everything he had,"

The 
estimate will be based on prior usage - normal meter read- 
ing procedures should resume in April, because during the 
restoration process Licking Valley crews had to reroute where 
you received your power from. For example if you normally re- 
ceive power out of the Maytown substation, you may now re- 
ceive power from the Helechawa substation. This line switching 
or "back-feeding" played an important part in restoring power 
to many. The meter on your home is programmed to match your 
substation. We plan to have everything back to normal and the 
meter readings should not be estimated with the bill you receive 
at the end of April. 

Our top priority is, and always will be, to provide safe and reli- 
able electric service.

Approximately 75 people 
were injured during the storm 
despite the surprisingly low 
death toll. 

Gazay— who has taken part 
in many disaster-related search 
and rescue missions during his 
tenure with the U.S. military - 
noted that the March 2 tornado 
represented a personal career 
milestone. 

"I have worked several hur- 



ricanes and even a volcano 
eruption," Gazay said. "This 
was my first tornado, and I had 
never seen anything like it 
before in my life. I find it 
astounding that Morgan 
County is so far along with its 
recovery efforts. I attribute this 
to great city and county gov- 
ernment leadership, and to citi- 
zen volunteerism." 

Local Emergency 
Management Director Irene 
Jenkins said the Feb. 29 torna- 
do served as a warning for 
many citizens. 

"The damage from the first 
tornado caused people to take 
the threat of the second twister 
more seriously," Jenkins said. 
"Many lives were undoubtedly 
saved because more people 
took cover the second time."

members of all other county 
fire departments - soon arrived 
at the scene and worked around 
the clock for several days to 
search for survivors, clear rub- 
ble and maintain order in the 
disaster area. 

"We were all separated from 
our families," Scalf said. "I 
was talking to my wife on the 
phone when the tornado hit and 
the line went dead. Of course, I 
was worried... But we had to 
put all of our personal feelings 
aside so we could work through 
this crisis." 

Appoximately 30 fire depart- 
ments and law enforcement 
agencies throughout Kentucky 
sent numerous members to 
West Liberty with vehicles, 
supplies and other resources to 
aid the emergency services 
effort. 




"Some of these departments 
have stayed with us since the 
tornado hit," Scalf said. "We 
would especially like to thank 
Ashland Fire Department 
members, who have expressed 
a desire to donate a fire truck to 
WLFD." 

WLFD members will also be 
available to assist other depart- 
ments during future crises. 

"We will repay our debts to 
our fire service brothers," 
Phipps said. "We can never 
thank them enough for what 
they have done." 

Phipps also noted that the 
construction of the new fire- 
house on Index Hill was has- 
tened due to extensive damage 
to the City Hall basement, 
where the department was pre- 
viously headquartered. 

"There has been a lot of prog- 
ress made on the firehouse 
since the storm," Phipps said. 
"We hope to move into the 
building within the next 60 
days." 

Department members are 
currently stationed in the for- 



mer firehouse/waterworks 
building at the intersection of 
Riverside Drive and Main 
Street, where the city street 
department is also located. 

WLFD officers said though 
the tornado changed the face of 
West Liberty, the fire depart- 
ment will remain a solid com- 
munity institution. 

"West Liberty Fire

Hello from Judge Tim 
Conley, wife Tammy, staff and 
employees: 

First, I want to express my 
sympathy to all who have lost 
loved ones in the past few 
weeks, and to the ones who 
loved ones who lost their lives 
due to the tornado/storms. 
Also, our hearts are saddened 
for all those who lost their 
homes, businesses, vehicles 
and possessions. 

I remember the biblical story 
of Job, who lost everything 
and God restored it twofold. If 
we hold fast to God, with His 
blessings we can rebuild our 
lives just as his servant Job 
did. 

I would like for our home- 
town newspaper over the next 
several months to save a place 
for personal stories of our 
experience through this disas- 
ter, and today I want to share 
my story. 

The disaster started on Leap 
Day, Feb. 29, as a super cell 
storm was developing in 
Morgan County near West 
Liberty. Every 10 minutes I 
was in contact with E-911 
Dispatch Coordinator John 
Conley. 

All of our offices in the 
county government building 
moved to the basement as an 
EF-2 tornado formed and hit in 
the Mize, Grassy Creek, Index 
and Malone communities, as 
well as the side roads in these 
areas. 

The Feb. 29 tornado just 
missing Morgan Central 
Elementary School, where 
over 300 students, teachers, 
staff and employees were 
inside. 

We immediately opened the 
Emergency Operations Center 
(EOC) at West Liberty Police 
Department with EOC staff 
members Mike Lacy, Jim 
Gazay, John Conley, Mayor 
Rupc, Chief Hcnsley, 
Emergency Management 
Director Irene Jenkins and 
myself. 

We immediately signed an 
emergency declaration and 
started working toward ensur- 
ing life safety. As the day pro- 
gressed and school was dis- 
missed, wc worked into the 
night trying to make sure we 
did everything possible to sal- 
vage what we could. 

A large group was at the 
Fugate farm, where two barns 
were on the ground with some 
cows and horses trapped under 
the rubble. I witnessed the love 
and friendship of neighbors 
and friends helping one anoth- 
er as they cut and freed the last 
cow. As the cow walked to 
safety I heard someone say, 
"Praise the Lord!" 

The Feb. 29 tornado claimed 
no lives, and we continued to 
work through Thursday and 
Friday hoping the worst was 
over. 

The morning of Friday, 
March 2, was cool as Mayor 
Rupe and I were to help at 
Lanny Franklin's funeral. We 
told the 911 Director to call us 
anytime if the weather changed 
due to the threat of more 
storms. 

After the funeral, the heat 
index had risen and we knew a 
storm was brewing. I left the 
cemetery and went to IGA to 
pick up a few things for supper 
and planned to spend some 
time with my family, as I 
hadn't spent much time with 
them since Feb. 29 tornado. 

I got a call from dispatch 
asking if I could talk to the 
news media before I went 
home. I stopped by City Hall 
and did one last interview 
about near police department 
door. 

The lady asked me, "What 
do you tell the people about 
the weather tonight after com- 
ing through a EF-2 tornado?" 

My reply was, "To be weath- 
er alert, pay attention to the 
weather authority and keep an 
Eye on the weather." 

That news report was to air at 



6 p.m. that night. 

When I got home, I kept 
watching the weather reports. 
At approximately 5 p.m., 911 
dispatch called and ask if I 
wanted to open the EOC . I said 
yes and that I would be there 
by 6 p.m., but a still, calm 
voice told me I needed to go 
on. So, I left my family and 
arrived at City Hall around 
5:15 p.m. 

I went upstairs to the top 
floor to open the EOC. The 
door was locked, so John 
Conley went to get the key. It 
was missing, so Dispatcher 
Jackie Mayberry tried to pick 
the lock with a credit card. I 
also tried to open it with a 
knife to no avail. 

If you think there is not a 
God, I am here to tell you He 
hid the key and held the lock 
tight so we would not be on the 
top floor of that building. 

Mike Lacy, John Conley, 
Police Chief Kelse Hensley 
and I set up for the storms with 
our radar, computers and pro- 
jectors. 

Dispatchers Jackie Mayberry 
and Heather Blair were man- 
ning the dispatch. 

Mayor Rupe and Jim Kazee 
were on their way in when we 
heard a Blackwater Fire 
Department volunteer say that 
a tornado was on the ground 
on Sawmill Road. 

The dispatch console lit up 
like a Christmas tree as calls 
started pouring in as we saw 
on the radar that the tornado 
was on the ground in 
Woodsbcnd. 

The last radio transmission 
that we heard was, "It has just 
hit the hospital!" 

We knew the building we 
were in was right in line, as 
was all of downtown West 
Liberty. 

A state trooper ran through 
the door telling everyone to go 
to the basement because a tor- 
nado was upon us. The cars in 
the street were being moved by 
the wind. 

A young boy came through 
the door followed by his moth- 
er. Mike Lacy and I directed 
them to the basement. As we 
turned to go, the boy's grand- 
mother, Rose, got to the door. 

The wind pressure sealed the 
door closed and Rose could 
not open it. Cars were rolling 
toward her. I looked at Mike 
and we said that we could not 
leave her behind. 

As I stepped to the door it 
was the strength of God - not 
my own - that opened the door. 
When it opened the building 
just exploded, as I grabbed her 
hands as Mike grabbed my belt 
and pulled on both of us and 
we were pulled to safety. We 
looked right into the inside 
wall of an EF-3 tornado. 

Everyone made it to the base- 
ment except Mike, Rose and 
me. As we got to the basement 
door the pressure was so high I 
could only open it about six 
inches. 

The tornado ripped through 

our city and continued on 
throughout Morgan County 
and hit about every community 
in its path through the Hwy 
172 corridor, leaving people 
homeless and dead. 

As soon as the weather 
cleared, we ran outside to 
assess the damages. It looked 
like the picture from Sept. 11, 
2001, with people coming out 
of buildings and dust and 
debris floating in the air. 

Everyone was in disbelief 
and it was a matter of minutes 
the rain started falling so hard 
we thought another tornado 
was coming. My family said 
that they heard my distress call 
on my mobile hand held radio 
and they knew by the tone of 
my voice this was the worst 
thing that had ever happened 
to Morgan County and the City 
of West Liberty. 

As we took command of the 
situation some of the first peo- 
ple I saw were Hank Allen 
coming out of Commercial 



Stacy, Adkins, Stumbo announce emergency 
measures to help tornado victims 



Rep. John Will Stacy, 
(D-West Liberty), House 
Speaker Greg Stumbo, 
(D-Prestonsburg), and 
Majority Leader Rocky 
Adkins, (D-Sandy Hook), 
Senate Majority Leader Robert 
Stivers, (R-Manchester) and 
Sen. Tom Jensen, (R-London), 
today announced proposed 
legislation that would assist 
owners of buildings damaged 
in the March 2nd tornadoes 
with tax relief. Tlie bill would 
also help schools and staff suf- 
fering with potential loss of 
funds due to absences caused 
by the disaster. 

Under this proposal, build- 
ing owners in Morgan, 
Menifee, Rowan and all 21 
Kentucky counties declared 
disaster areas by the president, 
could recover the sales tax 
paid on their building materi- 
als to repair or replace any 
structure damaged in the 
disaster. The buildings must 
be repaired or rebuilt in the 
county in which it was dam- 



aged. 

The owners would send all 
sales receipts to the 
Department of Revenue along 
with an information sharing 
document from their contrac- 
tor - if one was used - verify- 
ing the purchase of materials. 
In addition, owners would 
submit documentation from 
either FEMA or an insurance 
company authenticating that 
the work was performed on a 
home or building damaged 
from the March 2nd event 
within the disaster areas. 

The Department of Revenue, 
after processing the informa- 
tion, would issue a check 
refunding the sales tax to the 
building owner. 

"This measure will encour- 
age our people to rebuild in 
their communities and help 
restore economic vitality to 
devastated areas," said Rep. 
Stacy. "Providing a tax refund 
to building owners will help 
kick start our reconstruction 
efforts and will be a great 



motivation to people still 
struggling with the realities of 
the devastation." 

"This is a real-world solu- 
tion that would quickly help 
those most in need," said 
House Speaker Stumbo. "I 
cannot think of a better way to 
help these communities get 
back on their feet." 

Owners can submit receipts 
for refunds to the department 
for three years, or until March 
2,2015. 

"While in session, the legis- 
lature has an opportunity to 
help communities rebuild and 
give them some relief from the 
costs as well as an incentive to 
stay in their home counties," 
said Rep. Adkins. "We believe 
this legislation will help the 
thousands of people begin that 
process more quickly." 

"The steps advocated by Rep 
Stacy to help the rebuilding 
efforts are similar to proposals 
we are developing in the 
Senate," said Sen. Stivers. I 
commend Rep Stacy; torna- 




does don't distinguish 
Republican from Democrat 
and we will be tackling this in 
a bipartisan way." 

The second piece of the leg- 
islation will support school 
systems and personnel affect- 
ed by the March 2nd torna- 
does. 

The bill would authorize the 
Commissioner of the 
Department of Education to 
declare ten days of missed 
school as emergency disaster 
days which would not count 
against their Average Daily 
Attendance (ADA) figures. It 
would also give school dis- 
tricts the option of using last 
year's ADA figures instead of 
this school year's figures if 
attendance is significantly 
lower, so their funding would 
not decrease. 

The third piece would guar- 
antee that certified and classi- 
fied school staff would main- 
tain their salary and benefits 
for the period school was not 
in session. The staff will per- 
form work for those days, but 
it may be in other areas than 
they would regularly be 
assigned. 

"This ensures that our school 
personnel are not financially 
harmed because they weren't 
allowed to work during the 
school's closure," said Rep. 
Stacy. "These are the people 
who will help restore a sense 
of normalcy to our children 
when they return to school and 
they should have peace of 
mind that their paycheck will 
keep coming." 

Sen Tom Jensen added, 
""The proposed legislation is a 
comprehensive way to help 
structure the rebuilding. We in 
the Senate are committed to 
doing what we can for the 
people who have been affected 
by the horrific tragedy."

In just a few minutes I spot- 
ted my sister-in-law coming up 
the street, bloody and bruised 
where her house had caved in 
on her. 

Later in the night and the 
next day as our death toll rose 
to six, I learned that three of 
the six were our son-in-law's 
grandmother, aunt and uncle. 

I have never seen such an 
outpouring of love and affec- 
tion within our county, state 
and nation. Everyone was will- 
ing to pitch in and help. 

It will be a long and hard 
recovery, but you have my 
word if God is willing we will 
rebuild and be a stronger 
Morgan County and City of 
West Liberty. More than ever, 
we need everyone's help. 

Morgan County is open for 
business. Let's do what we can 
to support our local businesses 
that will help us rebuild our 
future.

UPike compromise still a bad deal 



One of the eternal truths in 
politics is that you can put 
lipstick on a pig but it's still a 
pig- 

We believe that analogy fits 
House Bill 260, the political 
power play legislation that 
was to magically transform 
the University of Pikeville 
(UPike) into a public regional 
university. 

Not only that, it also was 
going to bring hundreds, per- 
haps thousands, of high pay- 
ing jobs to Eastern Kentucky 
to be filled by those brand 
new graduates leaving UPike 
with newly-minted bachelor's 
degrees. 

And none of those four-year 
grads would ever want to 
leave the mountains as their 
family members have been 
doing for generations. 

But the most imaginative 



part of the fairy tale was that 
all of the above would be 
accomplished with only $12 
million or $13 million or $14 
million in multi-county coal 
severance tax monies. 

We use three different fig- 
ures because the amount kept 
changing over a period of sev- 
eral weeks. 

At one point, it shrank to $6 
million when county officials 
in most of tlie coal-producing 
counties began to complain 
about sending a large chunk 
of their coal severance money 
to Pike County. 

It was apparent from the 
beginning that no one could 
explain why we should create 
a ninth public university when 
we can't support the eight we 
already have, not to mention 
the public schools being nick- 
eled and dimed to death with 



small cuts in non-SEEK fund- 
ing. 

Students and alumni of the 
public universities and elected 
local officials in this area fol- 
lowed the courageous exam- 
ple of Morehead State 
University President Wayne 
D.Andrews and MSU's Board 
of Regents and came out 
openly against HB 260. 

True to form, the politicians 
who had tried to railroad the 
bill through the General 
Assembly realized the UPike 
dream was impossible and 
they had to salvage something 
from the wreckage. 

That something turned out 
to be another subsidy for pri- 
vate colleges— disguised as a 
scholarship grant program— 
for students in 16 counties 
instead of the original 12. 

Tlie so-called compromise. 



in effect, would hold moun- 
tain students hostage by fund- 
ing $6,000 yearly scholar- 
ships only at UPike and other 
private colleges in the 16 
counties. Students finishing 
four-year degrees at a branch 
campus of MSU or EKU 
would get only $2,000.

Households may be eligible 
for replacement assistance or 
one-time aid; Additional coun- 
ties may be added 

Kentuckians living and 
working in areas affected by 
recent tornadoes and severe 
weather may apply for federal 
disaster food benefits March 
16 through March 23. 

The Supplemental Nutrition 
Assistance Program (SNAP), 
part of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's Food and 
Nutrition Service (FNS), is 
providing resources to pur- 
chase food for residents of 16 
counties that are part of a fed- 
eral disaster declaration from 
the March 2 storms. People 
who work in these counties 
and have lost income may also 
apply. 

SNAP is formerly known as 
food stamps. The Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services 
Department of Community 
Based Services administers 
the program in all 120 
Kentucky counties. 

Sixteen counties eligible for 
federal disaster food benefits 
are Bath, Campbell, Carroll, 
Grant, Johnson, Kenton, 
Laurel, Lawrence, Magoffin, 
Martin , Menifee , Montgomery, 
Morgan, Pendleton, Rowan 
and Wolfe. 

Additional counties may be 
added to the disaster benefits 
listing. 

DCBS Acting Commissioner 
Teresa James said that the 
SNAP assistance will help 
Kentuckians coping with loss. 

"Tliousands of families have 
been affected by this severe 
weather, and we want to ensure 
that every SNAP customer 
who lost groceries can replace 
those items with healthy food 
as they recover from the 
storms," James said. 

CURRENT FOOD 
BENEFITS CUSTOMERS 

Households in the affected 
counties that are currently 
receiving SNAP and report a 
loss of food or incur other 
losses because of the storms 
may receive additional food 
benefits. Household members 
should contact their local 
DCBS offices, which are listed 
below. 

ONE-TIME DISASTER 



FOOD BENEFITS 

Residents who live or work 
in tlie affected counties and do 
not currently participate in the 
regular SNAP program or are 
not eligible for food benefits 
under the normal SNAP eligi- 
bility guidelines may apply for 
temporary help with food 
costs. To be eligible, the 
household must have: 

• Experienced damage to or 
destruction of their home or 
self -owned business; 

• Disaster-related expenses 
not expected to be reimbursed 
in March; 

• A reduction, termination or 
delay in receiving income; or 

• No access to liquid finan- 
cial assets, such as checking or 
savings accounts. 

The household's income and 
accessible resources will be 
counted in determining eligi- 
bility for the food benefits. 
These are one-time benefits 
based on the household's size. 

HOT FOODS WAIVER 

SNAP and disaster SNAP 
benefits can be used to pur- 
chase prepared or hot foods 
only during the month of 
March in the 16 affected coun- 
ties. The food retailer must be 
certified by FNS to accept 
SNAP and disaster SNAP 
electronic benefits cards for 
the purchase of food items. 
Normally, food benefits may 
not be used for hot foods pre- 
pared by a retailer. 

HOW TO APPLY 

Applicants must bring prop- 
er personal identification and 
verification of residency. It is 
also recommended, if possi- 
ble, that applicants bring proof 
of Social Security numbers for 
all household members; take- 
home pay; accessible resourc- 
es like savings and checking 
accounts and cash on hand; 
and statements to verify disas- 
ter-related expenses. 

The DCBS offices in these 
counties will accept applica- 
tions through Friday, March 
23. Regular office hours are 8 
a.m. -4:30 p.m. Monday 
through Friday.

Households that deliber- 
ately withhold or misrepresent 
information and receive bene- 
fits for which they are not 
entitled will be required to pay 
them back. Households who 
commit fraud may be disquali- 
fied from receiving SNAP ben- 
efits, fined up to $250,000, 
and/or incarcerated.

Romans 8:35-39: Who shall 
separate us from the love of 
Christ? Shall tribulation, or 
distress, or persecution, or 
famine, or nakedness, or peril, 
or sword? As it is written. For 
thy sake we are killed all the 
day long; we are accounted as 
sheep for the slaughter. Nay, in 
all these things we are more 
than conquerors through him 
that loved us. For I am per- 
suaded, that neither death, nor 
life, nor angels, nor principali- 
ties, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come. 
Nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shall be able to 
separate us from the love of 
God, which is in Christ Jesus 
our Lord. 

We can lose a lot of things in 
this life and face very difficult 
times but knowing the love of 
God, and that cannot be taken 
from us. This is the mainstay 
of our lives that will see us 
through all things.

Rose Rowland 
was outside of City Hall trying 
to get in when the storm hit, 
and with the help of Tim 
Conley was able to get inside 
to safety. That was an act of 
God. 

Jared McKnight, my grand- 
son, and three others were 
inside Dollar General when the 
tornado hit, in the rest room by 
the front wall. They all sur- 
vived, and that is an act of 
God. 

Anna Gibson and her sister 
were outside Dollar General 
Store trying to get inside when 



the tornado hit and could not 
get in. They were sucked 
through the glass doors into 
the building and then the build- 
ing collapsed on them. They 
are alive and well, and that is 
an act of God! 

Many of you have similar 
stories regarding acts of God. 
Let us not charge God foolish- 
ly but do like Job who said, 
"Blessed be the name of the 
Lord." 

Now let me share the greatest 
act of God that I know and that 
is God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life. 

God wants us to have a rela- 
tionship with him and it only 
comes by accepting Jesus 
Christ as our Lord and Saviour. 
Many lives were spared 
through this tornado by an act 
of God. What about your spiri- 
tual life? You can be spared by 
believing in God. Come wor- 
ship with us. We preach about 
things like this.

Life slowly returning to normal 
in West Liberty after tornado

WEST LIBERTY - Mehssa 
Stacy walked into the Morgan 
County clerk's office Friday 
and transferred ownership of a 
2000 Ford Explorer. 

That wouldn't be a big deal 
in normal times, but times 
haven't been normal in West 
Liberty since a powerful tor- 
nado blasted through the coun- 
ty and city March 2. 

The tornado killed six people 
and injured others in the coun- 
ty, but it also ripped a hole in 
the fabric of everyday life, 
destroying, damaging or dis- 
rupting businesses, govern- 
ment offices and schools. 

Two weeks after the tornado, 
however, the town is working 
hard to recover, and services 
are being restored, residents 
said Friday. 

Some businesses have 
reopened in their original loca- 
tions after repairs, while others 
have found new spaces. One 
bank, for instance, set up shop 
in an old grocery store, local 
officials said. 

The post office is in a mobile 
unit that looks like a conces- 
sion stand in the parking lot at 
the IGA, and the health depart- 
ment is in an old bowling alley, 
according to a list provided by 
Irene Jenkins, the county emer- 
gency manager. 

City offices and the police 
department are open in mobile 
homes in the parking lot behind 
the heavily damaged buildings 
where they used to be. 

County offices are scattered 
among different locations, 
including the office of a coal 
company outside town that had 
closed. Some are in mobile 
homes, including the office of 
County Clerk Randy Williams, 
which reopened Thursday. 

"There's a lot of progress," 
Stacy said. 

Jim Ison, who drives through 
West Liberty frequently on his 
job as a quality-standards 
inspector for Kentucky 



Housing Corp., said he sees a 
steady decrease in the piles of 
bricks, splintered wood and 
other debris. 

"We're getting better every 
day," Ison said. 

The county will mark anoth- 
er recovery milestone Monday 
when school resumes for the 
first time since the tornado. 
One elementary school will be 
in a former manufacturing 
facility. Superintendent 
Deatrah Bamett said. 

Things arc on track to resume 
normal operations, Barnett 
said — "At least, our new nor- 
mal." 

Bina Adkins, who works at 
Commercial Bank, said the 
bank had never had a branch 
before the tornado. 

Now, it has employees at the 
county library and in a mobile 
home, and is renovating the 
former Dairy Cheer restaurant 
to house loan officers, she said. 

"We're just all over the 
place," Adkins said. 

West Liberty, a town of 
3^00, was abuzz with activity 
Friday, with people working 
on damaged buildings and 
clearing debris. 

Jim Gazay, incident com- 
mander for the county, said he 
had worked disasters in other 
places and was impressed with 
the progress on recovering 
from the storm after just two 
weeks. 

"I've never seen nothing near 
this fast," he said. 

Still, it's clear that with the 
amount of damage, recovery 
and rebuilding will be a long 
process. 

Storms that hit the county 
Feb. 29 and March 2 destroyed 
299 residences, 74 businesses 
and 19 government offices, 
caused major damage to 162 
other buildings and inflicted at 
least some damage to hundreds 
more, Gazay said 

The March 2 tornado was so 
fierce it toppled granite head- 
stones in Salyers Cemetery. 

There is still a curfew after 



dark, not only to discourage 
looting but to keep people out 
of unsafe areas. 

Electricity and phone service 
have been restored to all the 
places where it can be, Gazay 
said, but residents said there 
still is no cable television. 

Williams, the county clerk, 
said sheriff's deputies are pro- 
viding services, but the sher- 
iff's office hasn't reopened, so 
people can't pay their property 
taxes. 

Traffic signals haven't been 
rebuilt. Traffic was at a crawl 
downtown Friday as people 
took their turns at a four-way 
stop sign. 

"It's going to be a long time 
before they get everything 
going," said Donnie McKenzic, 
who operated a local land- 
mark, McKenzie's Pool and 
Lunch, for decades before it 
was destroyed by the tornado. 
Like others , however, 
McKenzie said he wants to 
reopen his business, which was 
known for its fish sandwiches. 

Phyllis Landrum said she'll 
reopen her beauty shop. It was 
damaged in the Feb. 29 storm, 
and she was at another busi- 
ness to check on renting space 
to reopen when the March 2 
tornado hit. 

The building was damaged, 
but she and others rode out the 
storm in a bathroom or a walk- 
in cooler. 

Like other residents, she 
seemed to be taking things in 
stride. 

"It's not that bad," she said. 
"Everybody is very helpful."

Court business has resumed 
in Morgan County less than 
two weeks after a tornado 
destroyed the historic Morgan 



County Courthouse at 518 
Main St. in West Liberty. The 
new Morgan County Judicial 
Center, which was under con- 
struction and 60 percent com- 
plete, was also seriously dam- 
aged in the March 2, 2012, 
storms. The Administrative 
Office of the Courts enacted its 
emergency management plan 
to relocate court services to the 
facility on University Drive 
following the disaster. 

Court staff were able to 
secure tlie majority of court 
records housed in the Morgan 
County Office of Circuit Court 
Clerk within hours after the 



storm. Other court managers 
and staff quickly followed to 
begin assessing damage, sal- 
vaging court property and 
obtaining and outfitting space 
for a temporary courthouse. 

As the administrative and fis- 
cal agent for the state court 
system, the AOC oversees the 
construction and maintenance 
of court facilities statewide. 
The AOC also supports the 
activities of nearly 3,300 
Kentucky Court of Justice 
employees and 403 elected 
justices, judges and circuit 
court clerks. 



Following tornadoes, Cougars take the 
field for a welcome season opener

Lee County scored seven 
runs in the first two innings 
before holding off a late 
Cougar rally en route to a 1 1 - 
6 win in West Liberty.

Lee 
County then plated a run on a 
fielders choice and an RBI hit 
by Brant Cornelius. A Cougar 
error led to yet another run as 
the 'Cats grabbed the early 5 - 
0 lead. Lee County would 
plate two more in the second 
inning courtesy of two hits and 
as many walks. 

"Larrin had some control 
problems and his defense let 
him down with a few errors 
errors," Easterling said. "But 
again, considering it's the first 
day out for all of us, you deal 
with it and bounce back." 

Offensively, Morgan didn't 
manage a base hit until a Zach 
Bartley single with two outs in 
the third. The Cougars got on 
the scoreboard in the fifth 
when Noah Kelsey and 
Chandler Adams led off the 
inning with singles and then 
scored on a bases clearing tri- 
ple by Bartley. Morgan would 
tack on another run courtesy of 
an infield error which scored 
Bartley. 



The Cougars continued to 
rally in the sixth, posting 
another two runs. Tyler Conley 
and Kaden Ross banged sin- 
gles, while 

Kelsey was hit by a pitch to 
load the bases. Following a 
sacrifice fly from Adams, 
Braxton Patterson reached 
safely on a fielding error before 
Bartley drew a walk to score 
the Cougars' final run. 

Among the bright spots for 
the Cougars was Conley, who 
pitched three innings of no-hit 
baseball in relief.

"We're going to take it step- 
by-step," he said. "The goal is 
to take this tragedy and look at 
it as an opportunity."

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Gov. Beshear visits Morgan 
and Magoffin counties 

within Morgan County 



Governor Steve Beshear vis- 
ited the temporary new home 
of West Liberty Elementary 
school and other temporary 
government service offices 
during a return visit to West 
Liberty and Salyersville today. 

Following the deadly storms 
and tornadoes on March 2, 
Gov. Beshear instructed all 
state government agencies and 
Cabinets to assist in coordinat- 
ing the restoration of govern- 
ment services in West Liberty. 

While many counties sus- 
tained significant damage in 
the storms, West Liberty saw 
most of its main governmental 
buildings destroyed - includ- 
ing the current courthouse as 
well as a new courthouse that 
was still under construction. 

"It's important that the citi- 
zens of Morgan County know 
they will have a place to go to 
replace a driver's license, reg- 
ister a vehicle, check on child 
support, or to complete any 
other task related to state gov- 
ernment," said Gov. Beshear. 
"In many cases, the state has 
records that are critically 
important to storm victims, 
and we want to ensure that 
those citizens have access to 
these basic government ser- 
vices as quickly as possible." 

The group of state agencies, 
led by Secretary of the Cabinet 
Mary Lassiter and the 
Governor's chief of staff, Mike 
Haydon, is working alongside 
the Kentucky Emergency 
Management Agency and local 
officials to find appropriate 
temporary locations for state 
offices and assist local officials 
in restoring access to needed 
services. 

Many local government 
offices now open 

State agencies have helped 
re-establish services for local 
government offices, including 
the Morgan County Sheriff, 
Property Valuation 
Administrator (PVA), Morgan 
County Judge-Executive and 
others. 

The offices for both the 
Morgan County Clerk and the 
Morgan Circuit Court Clerk 
are now open in temporary 
quarters at West Liberty. 

Morgan County Circuit 
Court Clerk Donna Pelfrey and 
her staff are already processing 
driver license applications and 
will soon resume all other ser- 
vices from working space 
inside the Morehead State 
University Academic Center at 
155 University Drive in West 
Liberty. The office will be 
open 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. Monday 
through Friday. For informa- 
tion on the schedule of court 
dockets and hearings, contact 
the Office of Circuit Court 
Clerk at 606-743-3763. 

Morgan County Clerk Randy 
Williams and his staff are mov- 
ing into a small construction 
trailer on the edge of down- 
town at 195 W. Main St. It has 
working telephones and elec- 
tric circuits for the clerk's 
computers. Williams and his 
staff will soon move into a 
larger temporary structure that 
is being assembled adjacent to 
the trailer. 

Several agencies, including 
the Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet's Department of 
Vehicle Regulation and Office 
of Information Technology; 
the Administrative Office of 
the Courts, Kentucky State 
Police, and Commonwealth 
Office of Technology worked 
to help restore operations at 
both clerks' offices. They re- 
established basic office con- 
nections such as telephone 
data circuits and land lines, 
computers and printers. 

The Morgan County Judge 
Executive, PVA, county attor- 
ney, water district and Morgan 
County Emergency 
Management are working from 
the old Rifle Coal building at 
1009 Highway 172 in West 
Liberty. 

The Morgan County Sheriff's 
office is operating from a tem- 
porary trailer at 195 W. Main 
Street. 

State Offices Relocating 



Several Cabinets and agen- 
cies have already taken steps 
to provide needed services in 
West Liberty. 

The Finance Cabinet has 
been searching for suitable 
temporary office space for 
multiple state services in West 
Liberty. The goal is to keep as 
many offices within West 
Liberty as possible, so resi- 
dents can easily access these 
agencies without having to 
travel to another county. The 
Department of Financial 
Institutions assisted banks in 
West Liberty, helping them re- 
open at remote locations. 

In order to assist building 
inspections and repairs, the 
Department of Housing, 
Building and Construction has 
opened a temporary office of 
seven inspectors in the parking 
lot of Oak Hill Coal Corp., 
located at 1084 Highway 7, 
No. 4 in West Liberty. Having 
these inspectors on site will 
not only help ensure safe entry 
into damaged buildings, but 
will also expedite inspections 
of repairs and issue of permits. 

The Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services opened tem- 
porary offices for its 
Department of Community 
Based Services in a former 
elementary school just a few 
days after the tornado. A tem- 
porary trailer is in use for the 
Morgan County Health 
Department in the parking lot 
of the health department at 493 
Riverside Drive in West 
Liberty, and the department is 
open to the public. The Cabinet 
for Health and Family Services 
has worked with the Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) to expedite 
delivery of food stamps to 
affected families and individu- 
als. 

The Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet is 
accepting applications for 
disaster unemployment assis- 
tance (DUA). This assistance 
is designed for those citizens 
whose place of work has been 
damaged or destroyed by 
storms, leaving them unable to 
return to those jobs. The assis- 
tance is also available to those 
who are self-employed. 

Information is available at 
state-FEMA Disaster Recovery 
Centers and in local employ- 
ment offices. DUA representa- 
tives are currently stationed at 
the Morgan County Public 
Library to assist claimants in 
that area. If claimants have 
questions or are unable to con- 
tact the local office, please call 
502-564-3240 and ask for the 
DUA representative. 

The Commonwealth Office 
of Technology (COT) has 
worked with multiple state 
agencies to provide desktop 
and laptop computers to state 
offices in West Liberty whose 
computer systems were 
destroyed by the tornado. COT 
has also restored telephone and 
data lines to state and local 
government entities, enabling 
them to reconnect with critical 
programming systems to deliv- 
er services to citizens. 

In accordance with recent 
Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS) directives, the 
Department of Revenue will 
extend tax filing deadlines for 
taxpayers who live in the fed- 
erally declared disaster coun- 
ties. For instance, certain 
deadlines falling on or after 
Feb. 29, and on or before May 
31, have been postponed to 
May 31, 2012. This includes 
an extension of the April 17 
deadline for filing 2011 indi- 
vidual income tax returns, 
making income tax payments 
and making 2011 contributions 
to individual retirement 
accounts (IRA). 

The Cabinet for Economic 
Development is in the process 
of contacting business owners 
in West Liberty and Salyersville 
to advise them of available 
assistance and to encourage 
them to register with the U.S. 
Small Business Administration

(SBA) for possible low-inter- 
est loans. Applying with SBA 
does not require business own- 
ers to accept a loan, but may 
alert them to other available 
assistance. 

The Transportation Cabinet 
is working to clear rights-of- 
way of vegetative storm debris. 

Gov. Beshear has issued 
multiple executive orders 
related to storm recovery. Last 
week, he signed a new order 
prohibiting insurance compa- 
nies from cancelling or chang- 
ing any insurance policies in 
affected counties until April 
15. 

Storm Impact by the 
Numbers 

Kentucky Emergency 
Management and FEMA have 
approved millions of dollars in 
assistance for survivors of this 
month's tornadoes and severe 
weather occurring Feb. 
29-March 3, 2012. 

Nearly 3,600 survivors in 
designated counties have con- 
tacted FEMA for help or infor- 
mation regarding disaster 
assistance. Many people have 
sought housing assistance from 
FEMA because their primary 
residence has been damaged or 
destroyed. 

To date: 

Approximately $5.6 million 
has been approved for housing 
assistance, including short- 
term rental assistance and 
home repair costs. 

Approximately 850 house- 
holds have received FEMA 
grants to help pay for tempo- 
rary housing. 

More than 2^00 homes sus- 
tained damages. Of those, 
more than 650 were destroyed. 

Approximately $911,000 has 
been approved to cover other 
essential disaster-related 
needs, such as medical and 
dental expenses and lost per- 
sonal possessions. 

More than 1,950 inspections 
of damaged properties have 
been conducted. 

Nine disaster recovery cen- 
ters are open. 

More than 1,225 visits have 
been made to disaster recovery 
centers by affected people. 

The 21 counties in the 
Commonwealth that are cur- 
rently eligible for Individual 
Assistance are Bath, Campbell, 
Carroll, Grant, Grayson, 
Johnson, Kenton, Larue, 
Laurel, Lawrence, Magoffin, 
Martin, Menifee, Montgomery, 
Morgan, Ohio, Pendleton, 
Rowan, Russell, Trimble and 



Wolfe. Individual assistance 
for homeowners and renters 
can include grants to help pay 
for temporary housing, home 
repairs and other serious disas- 
ter-related expenses not met by 
insurance or other assistance 
programs. 

On Friday, Gov. Beshear was 
notified that seven counties 
were authorized to receive 



Public Assistance, which pro- 
vides funds to designated 
counties to repair, restore, 
reconstruct or replace public 
facilities or infrastructure dam- 
aged or destroyed by the disas- 
ter. The approved counties 
include Grant, Laurel, 
Lawrence, Magoffin, Martin, 
Menifee and Morgan. 
FEMA is working with the 



Kentucky Housing Corporation 
and the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development to 
identify housing resources for 
survivors in the affected coun- 
ties who lost their homes as a 
result of the tornadoes. 

The SBA is offering low- 
interest disaster loans to homes 
and businesses for losses not 
covered by insurance.
